To the Honorable, the Senate:

For the past several months the Department of
Health and Social Services has been engaged in the
planning process on the six major block grants for the
next federal funding year. These block grants are Social
Services; Community Services, Alcohol, Drug Abuse and
Mental Health; Low Income Energy Assistance;
Maternal and Child Health; and Preventive Health and
Health Services.

This federally mandated planning process begins in
November and ends with the submittal of block grant
applications to the federal government in August. This is
the fourth year we have conducted this process since the
new federal law was passed.

An integral part of this process as specified in both
federal and state law is the requirement that the state
legislature conduct a public hearing or hearings on this
Department’s block grant proposals. In addition,
Wisconsin law also requires the joint committeee on
Finance to review and approve the Low Income Energy
Assistance Block Grant and any inter-block transfers. In
order to qualify for federal funds, the Department must
certify that the Legislature has held the required public
hearing(s) on the proposals. In 1982 the Legislature
conducted 5 public hearings between June 24 and July 6;
in 1983 one public hearing was held in Madison on June
28 and in 1984 one public hearing was held in Madison
on July 11. )

At this time we are requesting that the Legislature
again designate the appropriale committee  or
committees to conduct the required hearing. Following
past timetables, the schedule for the remainder of the
process is as follows:

Department submits draft proposals to the
Governor and Legislature, June 3, 1985
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Legislature holds public hearing(s). Joint
committee on Finance approves Low Income
Energy Assistance and Inter-Block Transfers.
Recommendations  submitted  back to
Department, by July i1, 1985.

Final applications to the Governor for review for
approval, August 1, 1985.

Submittal of applications to the federal agencies,
August 15, 1985,

Funding released for the new federal fiscal year,
October 1, 1985,

It is important that by May 29 we have confirmed the
date(s) you would like to hold the hearing(s) so that we
can incorporate that information into the 800 block
grant proposals and summaries we distribute throughout
the state during the first week of June. This will eliminate
a second mailing of hearing notices and will avoid the
criticism we reccived last year from public groups
concerning inadequate advance notice of the public
hearing. Departmental staff will contact you within a
week to follow up on the hearing schedule and related
arrangments.
